History and Organization

The Arkansas Home Inspector Registration Board was created by Act 1328 of 2003.

The purpose of the Board is to protect the public from those persons who are untrained and 
unqualified to perform home inspection, to license those individuals who meet the qualifications of 
licensure under the Act, and to hear and resolve such disciplinary matters as may come before it.  

The Board evaluates qualifications of applicants, and investigates complaints or allegations of 
violations of the Act.

The Board is composed of seven (7) members appointed by the Governor as follows:  four (4) 
registered home inspectors, one (1) licensed real estate professional, one (1) licensed real estate 
appraiser, and one (1) at large member to serve as a consumer advocate.

The Board currently contracts for part-time administrative support and office facilities in order to 
provide a central place for records storage, Board meetings, and service to licensees and the general 
public.

Agency Commentary 

The Arkansas Home Inspector Registration Board was created by Act 1328 of 2003.  The purpose of 
the Board is to protect the public from those persons who are untrained and unqualified to conduct 
home inspections, to license those individuals who meet the qualifications of licensure under the Act, 
and to hear and resolve such disciplinary matters as may come before it.  The Board is funded by 
license fees.

The Board evaluates qualifications of applicants, and investigates complaints or allegations of 
violations in provisions of the Act.
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The Arkansas Home Inspector Registration Board is requesting a continuation of its Base Level 
appropriation of $33,090 each year of the 2005-2007 biennium to cover the cost of board expense 
reimbursement when authorized, part-time administrative support, and any costs of hearings 
incurred.

Act 1328 of 2003 repealed Subchapters 1 and 2 of Arkansas Code Title 17, Chapter 52 and added an 
additional subchapter.  Subchapter 3 cited as "The Arkansas Home Inspectors Registration Act" 
created the Arkansas Home Inspector Registration Board.  Prior to this legislation, the Home 
Inspector Advisory Board, created under A.C.A. §17-52-107, determined the subject content and 
educational standards of home inspector courses as well as developed and implemented procedures 
for processing and resolving complaints registered against and by home inspectors practicing in the 
State.  Administrative duties were provided by the Secretary of State including the collection of 
registration and renewal fees.    

A.C.A. §17-52-306 established the powers and duties of the Board and also allowed for the Board to 
become a separate state agency once fund balance requirements were met.  Having met those 
requirments, the Board became a separate state agency effective July 1, 2004.  
   
The purpose of the Board is to protect the public from those persons who are untrained and 
unqualified to perform home inspection, to license those individuals who meet the qualifications of 
licensure under the Act, and to hear and resolve such disciplinary matters as may come before it.   
The Board evaluates qualifications of applicants, and investigates complaints or allegations of 
violations of the Act.  The Board is composed of seven (7) members appointed by the Governor as 
follows:  four (4) registered home inspectors, one (1) licensed real estate professional, one (1) 
licensed real estate appraiser, and one (1) at large member to serve as a consumer advocate.

Act 1328 of 2003 created the Arkansas Home Inspector Registration Board and allowed for the Board to become a separate state agency.  Act 1314 of 2003, Section 14 provided an operating appropriation 
for the Board within the Secretary of State's Office.  The Board, having met the requirements to become a separate agency voted to do so effective 7-01-2004 and the operating appropriation has been 
transferred to the new agency.
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
